FROM THE BULLETPROOF VEST PARTNERSHIP PROGRAM ADMINISTERED 
BY THE U.S. DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE WHICH WILL REIMBURSE A 
PORTION OF THE COST OF BALLISTIC VESTS TO THE TOWN OF DAVIE 
POLICE DEPARTMENT, AND AUTHORIZING ACCEPTANCE AND EXECUTION 
OF THE GRANT, IF AWARDED.

REPORT IN BRIEF: The Bulletpoof Vest Partnership (BVP) Program was created to 
assist in the protection law enforcement officers by assisting state, local and tribal 
governments with the purchase of protective ballistic vests.  In previous years, the Davie 
Police Department has utilized this grant to help fund the purchase of ballistic vests for 
our law enforcement personnel.  The Police Department intents to purchase thirty (30) 
vests from the Department’s uniform account that total an estimated cost of $12,654.00.  
The Department of Justice grant funding will reimburse up to fifty (50) percent of these 
costs.  The Police Department is requesting Town Council to authorize the application for 
the BVP Grant and if awarded, the execution of said grant.

RESOLUTION NO. ________________

A RESOLUTION OF THE TOWN OF DAVIE, FLORIDA, 
AUTHORIZING THE APPLICATION FOR A $6,327.00 GRANT 
FROM THE BULLETPROOF VEST PARTNERSHIP PROGRAM 
ADMINISTERED BY THE U.S. DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE 
WHICH WILL REIMBURSE A PORTION OF THE COST OF 
BALLISTIC VESTS TO THE TOWN OF DAVIE POLICE 
DEPARTMENT, AND AUTHORIZING ACCEPTANCE AND 
EXECUTION OF THE GRANT, IF AWARDED.

WHEREAS, the Bulletproof Vest Partnership Program is a collaboration between 

the U.S. Department of Justice, ballistic vest manufacturers and law enforcement 

agencies to equip their personnel with armored vests; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. Department of Justice will reimburse the Davie Police 

Department up to 50% of the total cost of each qualifying ballistic vest the Department 

purchases through the program; and

WHEREAS, the Police Department intends to purchase thirty (30) vests from the 

Department’s Uniform Account and will submit for reimbursement from the U.S. 

Department of Justice $6,237.00; and

WHEREAS, The Police Department is requesting Town Council to authorize the 

application for the BVP Grant and if awarded, the execution of said grant.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE TOWN COUNCIL OF THE TOWN 

OF DAVIE, FLORIDA.

SECTION 1. The Town Council of the Town of Davie hereby authorizes the 

Town Administrator, Chief of Police and/or appropriate staff to submit a grant 

application to the Department of Justice for participation in the Bulletproof Vest 

Partnership Program for reimbursable costs of ballistic vests.

SECTION 2. The Town Council authorizes the Town Administrator, Chief of 

Police and/or appropriate staff to accept and implement the grant, if awarded, and to 

execute all necessary grant contracts, documents and reports.



SECTION 3. The Town Council authorizes the Director of Budget and Finance 

to recognize the grant revenue, if awarded.

SECTION 4. This resolution shall take effect immediately upon its passage and 

adoption.
